Notwithstanding the indisputab 
proofs afforded by the proceeding* of 
both Houses or Congress, as printed in 
The Congressional Record, Mr. Bryan 
and the speakers and newspa 
porting him continue to charge that the 
lauseinthe silver act of 1878, stopping 
tbe coinage of tbe silver dollar, was sur- 
reptitiously and clandestinely pasied 
through Congress. I have never been 
able to see what mutive could have ex 
isted far secrecy in this matter. On April 
2»tb. 1870, when the bill was sent to the 
Committee on Finance by the Secretary 
of the Treasury, the silver dollar was 
worth #1.0312 in the markets of the world. 
Germany had not told her silver, or 
adopted tbe gold standard. There was 
indication whatever of the fall of sil 
ver, and no obe could foresee that it was 
destined to rapidly decline in price, 
one asked to have the dollar coined, and 
no one was opposed to its discontinuance. 

But I will give facts to prove that there 
was no secrecy and not leave the matter 
argument or inference. The bill en 
its face shows that Its purpose was to re- 
vise all the laws relating to Mints and 
coinage. It was prepared in the Tress 
uty Department and sent to the Senate 
Committee on Finance April 35th, 1870 
Section II provided for coining silver 
half dollars, quarters, dimes and half 
dimes, and section 18 specifically declared 
that no coins shoufd be issued frum tbe 
eDt those expressly mentioned. 
ies of these coins were desig- 
nated, their weight and fineness fixed. 
Mr. John Jay Knox accompanied the bill 
ith a letter, in which, under conspicu- 
ously large typed heading reading, "tbe 
silver dollar, its discontinuance as 1 
standard," he said: 

The coinage of the silver dollar piece, 
tbe history of which is hereby given, is 
discontinued in the proposed bill. It is

"The present laws consequently au 
horize both a gold dollar unit and a ail 
er dollar unit, differing from each other 
in Intrinsic value.

This message was sent to us from tbe 
reaaury Department with the bill. 
Copies of the bill were sent to experts 
he country, asking their opinion, 
nd answers were, received and laid be- 
fore Congress in printed form. In which 
tbe discontinuance of the ailver dollar 
was thoroughly discussed. The bill was 
printed thirteen limes and extra copies 
were printed for distribution. It waa 
conned over, amended and debated al- 
most as copiously as any measure ever 
considered in Congress, and no man in 
either House proposed to retain the old 
silver dollar. Tbe fact that it waa omit- 
ted from our coins was rofarrad to In de- 
bate. Ia speaking of the discontinuance

78 columns. The Secretary of the Treaa- 
ury, in hi* annual report* of 1870, 1871 
and 1872, called especial attention of 
Congress to it. I a hi* report of 1873 he 
I suggest such alteration* as will 
prohibit the coinage of tbe *ilver dollar 
for circulation in this country," dwelling 
upon bis reasons therefor. This bill be- 
came a law February 12th. nearly three 
years after its introduction. 

There was not only nothing secret or 
surreptitious in tbe passage of the Act or 
1878, but every step accompanying ita 
origin, introduction, consideration and 
passage received as much publicity as 
could be given to a bill. But tbe silver 
dollar was out of circulation long before 
the law of 1873 was; enacted It was a 
thing of the past; lost to sight, conceived 
by Hamilton in 1793. suspended by Jef- 
ferson In 1800; practically demonetized 
by Benton and the men of 1834 »nder 
Andrew Jackson; ignored by two genera- 
tions, except as s convenience for the ex- 
portation of silver bullion and called 
back to the mind of tbe present genera- 
only because silver baa fallen in 
! and is deemed more valuable in 
than as bullion. Never was a more 
unjust or unwarrantable charge made 
than that the Act of 1878 was passed se- 
cretly, by stealth and with the object of 
concealing any part of It from the pub-

One of the most misleading statements often made by 
silver stump speakers is as follows: "All we ask for silver is 
that it shall be admitted to the Mints on equal terms with gold. 
If I have one thousand dollars worth of gold bullion, I can 
take it to the Mint and have it coined. Why should I not en- 
joy the same privilege if I happen to have a thousand dollars' 
worth of silver bullion? Why 'should my gold be admitted to 
the Mint and my silver shut out?" 

This question never fails to elicit applause. "That's a 
clincher — good boy— hit him again." 

The answer is nevertheless obvious. If I have one 
thousand dollars' worth of gold bullion and take it to the Mint 
the Government coins it for me and stamps it $1,000. If I have 
a thousand dollars' worth of silver bullion and take that to the 
Mint, the Government, so long as the ratio remains 16 to i, 
coins it and stamps it, at the present price of pure silver,$2, 
ooo. This is not equality of privileges between the two metals; 
it is gross partiality and favoritism to silver. The Government 
has no right to do it. It has a right to do it, on its own ac- 
count, if having said that a silver dollar shall be equal to a 
gold dollar it stands ready to make that guarantee good. It 
has no right to let any dollar which it has issued, whether of 
silver or of paper, fall below par. If it does it is guilty of bad 
faith. It has no right to take 50 cents worth of silver which 
does not belong to the Government, but to a private citizen, 
coin it, stamp it "one dollar," and give it back to the owner. 
An irredeemable silver dollar, intrinsically worth only half its 
face value, is a cheat. 

"Why," says the silverite, "it used to do it. All we 
ask is that the Government shall return to its ancient practice." 
No, it never did. When it coined 371 ^4 grains of silver on 
private account, for the owner, that silver was worth 100 cents 
in gold. Now it is not. That it is the difference, and a great 
difference, too. The intellectual and moral perceptions of the 
man who cannot see it must be feeble indeed. 

If the proposition in the Chicago platform were to let 
the owner of a thousand dollars worth of silver bullion take it 
to the Mint and have it stamped $i,ooo, the same as the 
owner of gold bullion has a right to do, there would be none 
of this anxiety and excitement on the part of business men 
that is everywhere apparrent. 

It is because the free silver movement contemplates 
putting a false valuation upon bullion coined for its owners 
that economists and financiers regard the Chicago platform as 
first dishonest and then inexpressibly dangerous to the- inter- 
ests of the whole people, without distinction of class or pecu- 
niary condition.

Edward Wald, While Drunk, 
Attacks His Wife. 



The Son Goes to the Mother's As- 
sistance and is Thrown Down Stairs. 



Cleveland, O.. 8ept. ss. -Just before 
dark Sunday night EawaW Wald, a 
■hip carpenter residing at S3 Mulberry 
strset, narrowly escaped lynching at 
the hands of an infuriated mob of west 
side oltliena. Wald came home under 
the Influence of liquor, quarreled with 
hia wife and finally struck her. 
The 14-year-old son, Edward, 
seized his father's arm i a and 
entreated him to quiet down, where- 
upon the brute became enraged and 
threw the boy down the stairway lead- 
ing to the street, a distance of 30 feet. 
The little fellow screamed for help and 
rolled out of the open doorway into 
the street, writhing in convulsions. 
Dr. C A. Turner was summoned to at- 
tend the boy, and a crowd quickly col- 
lected to revenge the brutal outrage. 

Father Mcllale was hastened to the 
scene and administered the last rites 
of ,hla church to the dying boy. Mean- 
while the crow.d increased to a mob, 
which was goaded into fury by the 
sight of the helpless child struggling 
on the pavement until the clamor 
for revenge swelled to an ominous roar. 
An Impromptu delegation of 40 forced 
their way into the he use to drag out the 
inhuman father, and others were dis- 
" id for a rope. Wald had locked 
If in a bedroom. The door was 
broken open and the brute dragged in- 
to the street, fighting desperately. 
The splice arrived before the rope ap- 
peareli and thus Intercepted a lynch- 
ing. The mob gave battle to the po- 
lice, determined not to allow Wald to 
escape them. Dnrlng the scrimmage 
the prisoner broke loose from those 
who were holding him and ran down 
an alley toward the river. 

The mob was elo»e at his heels and 
when the fugitive reached the river, 
knowing that his chance for life was 
far less than even if captured, plunged 
into the cold, muddy waters of the 
Cuyahoga and was drowned. His body 
has not been recovered. The boy will 
die and the wife's injuries muy also 
prove fatal.

The Great Miners' Strike at 
Leadville, Col., Settled. 



The Men Decide to Return to Work 
at the Old Schedule Prices 



Provided Mine Owners Wonld A«ree to 



Leadville, Col., Sept. 28.— Tha great 
miners' strike which has kept Lead- 
ville in a turmoil for nearly two months 
and which resulted in the killing of 
fire men last Monday 'morning atii the 
subsequent placing of ths city under 
martial law, It ended. A meeting 
of the strikers was held Satur- 
day night under the supervision 
of the militia, and after a stormy 
session it was finally decided that tue 
men return to work at the old sched- 
ule prices, providing the mine owners 
would agree to give them their old 
placea A committee of five was ap- 
pointed to confer with the mine own- 
ers, and as it is generally believed that 
outside of the one or two mines that 
have started up with non union men, 
the old men will be taken baclt, no 
further trouble is expected. 

The strike was the outcome of the 
organization of the miners by the 
Western Federation of Miners, and al- 
most every mine worker was in the 
union when their demands were made 
and refused. 

' The miners asked S3 a day for all 
classes of workmen, including surface 
and underground men. This the own- 
ers declared they would not pay, and 
nearly all of them closed d >tvn. sev- 
eral even allow ing the pumps to stop 
The employers remained willing to 
continue paying the wages which had 
prevailed up to that tim*. Under that 
scale surface workers were prii 1 only 
$2.50. Practically the only change the 
union demanded was the advance of 
the wages of this clats of mon to S3.

Lokpos, Sept. 38.— The miasma of 
press aud police mendacity which 
arose on the arrest of the Tynan prang 
having partially cleared off, It seems 
now possible to get some reasonable 
view of what the facU may be. Dur- 
ing three weeks that have elapsed since 
Tynan's arrest the burden of proof has 
increasingly tended toward the convic- 
tion that the whole affair Is a 
police, rather than a political 
conspiracy. It it not only that 
the arrests at Rotterdam, Glasgow 
and Boulogne were opportune to the 
czar's arrival in Scotland and his visit 
tn France. The connection of Tynan, 
and Hell, or Ivory, with the 
plot has been tracked, their alleged 
iatlon with American and Euro- 
pean nihilists Investigated, their 
sources of supplies inquired into, and 
their connection with the resurgence 
of militant Keniantsm in Ireland ven- 
tilated. 

The result of these Inquiries is that 
neither the authorities nor independ- 
ent research can connect the prisoners 
with the new Fenian societies in Ire- 
land nor In the remotest way with any 
nihilist or anarchist group in Europe. 
The abundance of money which the 
members of the gang could dispose of 
has pointed to two sources— the 
British secret service fund and the 
two trust Irish American associations. 
The English civil service estimates 
for the current fiscal year put at 30,000 
pounds for "secret service," arc known 
to have been increased already by 
drafts on the treasury for about 10,000 
pounds more. Proof which has been 
obtained that both Tynan and Haines 
were in London at the end of 1895, 
lends force to the suspicion that the 
first lines of conspiracy were then 
laid. Kearney has not the same odiui 
of police agent attached to him. 11 
gets the credit of being a dupe and a 
dynamite criminal — not an agent pro- 

As to the participation of the Rui 
sian nihil isU in the plot it is beyond 
credit. N'o common point fraternity 
exists between the small group of nihi- 
lists here and the Irish dynamiters. 
Long before Stepniak died, the Russian 
exile party had repudiated the assassin 
policy. Nor had they money to work 
out any militant scheme they might 
conceive. There is no dynamite fund 
to be obtai ned from the nih iluU.
